It is reported that the general strike of university atudents in Bolivia 
which began on 21 August is spreading. Laborers in la raz are renortedly 
planning a demonstration and possible strike to take place on 26 August. 


2. The workers in the mining districts of Oruro and at the Patino mines are 
also said to be planning a mass demonstration for 26 August, in protest over 
manapement practices, and the posgibility of violence is feared. The 
Patino mine anagement is working on plans to evacuate all women and. 
children immediately.
